Roster Commission 
Expected to Finish 
Its Work by 1923 


The Georgia Soldier Roster commis- 


sion should complete its work with the 


money already appropriated and go 
out of existence at the end of 1923, 
is the conclusion of Governor Thomas 
W. Hardwick, according to a state- 
ment given out yesterday. There has 
been a great deal of unnecessary de- 
lay in making up the roster, the gov- 
ernor thinks, and any further prolong- 
ing of the work would be an imposi- 
tion upon the taxpayers who bear the 
expense and result in inconvenience 
that confederate veterans and others 
should not have to bear. 

Governor Hardwick’s statement, 
which was issued following the report 
of Griffen Hagen and associates, who 
are studying the organization and 
operation of several state agencies for 
the governor, points out that the ros- 
ter commission, up to th@end of 1921, 
had spent more than $56,000 since it 
was established in 1904 and had avail- 
able some $8,000 more from unexpend- 
ed surplus and appropriations for 
1922 and 1923. Despite these large 
expenditures, the muster rell so far 
has been completed for only 42 of the 
66 Confederate states infantry regi- 
ments. The necessary information has 
been collected but not compiled for the 
remaining 24 regiments and alse for 


the 10 


ments of state troops; 
the other hand, it was stated, a great 
deal of data for the cavalry. and ar- 
tillerx is still missing, and only frag- 
mentary rolls for the sailors and ma- 
rines are available.

Here Mr. Fullbright calls Senator 
Watson's attention to the fact that the 
constitution has been changed 27 times 
in the last four years and more than 
50 times in the last 10 years. He 
asks if the senator protested againet 
amending the constitution in 1004 
when the tax limit of five mills for 
state purposes was added, or in 1912 
when farm products were exempted 
from taxation. 

Further he inquires if Senator Wat- 
son protested against amending the 
document so as to increase the number 
of pensioners in 1908, and in 1909, 
1912, 1918 and 1920. In reference to 
the assertion in The Sentinel regarding 
the tax equalization law having been 
hatched by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Fullbright invites the 
senator to refer to the state democratic 

latform for the year 1912 in which 

e adds that this particular principle 
was advocated at some length. 

“This equalization tax act,” the let- 
ter continues, “was introduced into the 
general assembly by Mr. Lipscomb, of 
Athens, and as enacted does not 
change the regulations governing the 
making of tax returns to the tax re- 
ceiver in the slightest, and any prop- 
erty owner has the same right to ar- 
bitrate his returns that he had before 
this law was enacted. If the board 
of assessors change his return. he has 
the additional right to arbitrate in 
identically the same way he has with 
the receiver. 


No Arbitrary Value. 


“No arbitrary value has ever been 
fixed for the state or any county in 
the state, and if it has been done for 
the several pieces of property in. any 
county or district, it has been done 
against instructions from the office 
of the state tax commissioner, as that 
official has at all times insisted that 
each separate tract of land and piece 
of property be valued separately. One 
tract of land may be worth per 
acre, while another lying broadside to 
it may be worth only $10 per acre.” 

Mr. Fullbright calls attention to the 
fact that there are approximately 
900,000 school children in the state 
of Georgia, and the total expenses 
of the 160 counties of boards of as- 
sessors averages less than $90,000 per 


annum. 

“Your plan as suggested in The 
Sentinel,” continues the letter, “if it

SECULAR STRIFE 
RAGES IN BELFAST. 

Belfast, May 20.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Terrorism in Belfast 
and its environs is again assuming 
such proportions that Premier Sir 
James Craig and his cabinet met this 
afternoon presumably to diseuss meas- 
ures for dealing with the renewed out- 
break of secular strife. 

At least half a dozen persons have 
met death at the bands of murder 
gangs within the last 24 hours and 
dozens of others have been wounded. 

These outrages have not been con- 
fined to the immediate vicinity of 
Belfast, but owing to the prmiscuous 
cutting of wires and the paralyzing of 
other means of communication, it is 
impossible to obtain. details of these 
activities in counties Down and An- 
trim, where a number of bridges are 
réported to have been destroyed and 
several trains held up by armed bands. 

Woman Killed. 

Among the latest reports this aft- 
ernoon from County Down was that 
an automobile containing a military 
officer and his wife struck a tree that 
was blocking the road near the Bally- 
kinlar camp. The woman was killed 
and the officer himself later was found 
unconscious. 

Within the last 24 hours these 
armed raiders have laid a trail of fire 
from County Downs through Belfast 
to north County Antrim, attack- 
ing police barracks, ambushing spe- 
cial constables, burning houses of 
loyalists, destroying railway lines; and 
wild week-end of outrages was feared 
in Belfast today. 

Within the city of Belfast the num- 
ber of murders during the past week 
was brought to a total of 23 as a 
result of today’s shootings. 


Bank Burned. 


Disorders continued here unabated | 
this afternoon. Two drovers were 
shot in the railway cattle pens, one 
of them being killed and the other 
critically wounded. According to 
word received this afternon the north- 
ern bank at Cushendall, County An- 
trim, was burned and the postoffice 
raided. A number of automobiles 
were stolen and several others destroy- 
ed. The Antrim coast road, one of 
the finest in Ireland, was blocked with 
huge boulders that had been rolled. 
from the hilleides. 

Raids also occurred in County Down 
where the Castle-wellan barracks 
were aftacked, the railroad depot at 
Laurencetown was burned, a train 
was held up and the road blocked. 

Raiders Killed. 


Reports received here this after- 
noon said that three of the raiders 
in the attack on the Castle-wellan 
harracks. were killed and ten others 
captured. In the same ¢istrict which 
is along the coast, the old court castle, 
the residence of Lord DeRos, holder 
of the oldest baronetcy in the British 
empire, was burned. 

Lady DeRos was in the castle at 
the time. 

An armed gang tonight seized the 
watchman of the Roesbank weaving 
factory on the Crumlin road, bound 
bim and set the building on fire. 
Sharp rioting followed in which the 
military used machine guns, two per- 
sons were killed and many others 
wounded.

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What Is Purpose 
9 „ 
Of Bienniqlꝰ 

What is the purpose of a national convention such as the biennial of 
the General Federation of Women's Clubs, which this time is dated for 
June 20 to 30 at Chautauqua, N. Y.? 

What has it to offer the individual delegate, and what can the 
delegate mean to the national gathering? 

These are questions which may provide food for meditation just now 
to the federated club women of Georgia who have never attended a 
biennial or any national convention..The woman who has been fortunate 

enough to have such experience does net need to be reminded of the 
meaning of such a gathering unless she is 80 lacking in appreciation of 
values; in discernment of people and ideas that she fail to get anything 
out of conventions. And a convertion is like anything else. You get 
out of it what you put into it. The woman who attends a convention 
and never opens her mouth, but interests herself in its deliberations 
learns a lot, and is a real asset to the convention’s success. In fact, 
the woman who says nothing, but adds her modicum of enthusiasm to 
the spirit of a convention, is a more valuable member of it than the 
“woman who takes a talking part, but has nothing of value to say. 

Contact, inspiration, ideas, methods—these are probably the most 
‘important things to be got out of any convention. 

As for the frist, it is an inevitable experience that no matter from 
what part of the country one may come, even though it be the biggest 
city of the nation, the woman of perception, open to new ideas, will find 
‘as much of interest in the forceful women from other sections with 
whom she comes in contact as will the woman from the most remote 
‘rural community. For the latter, everything is new and she can only 
take in a certain amount of new impressions. The human mind is not 
infinite. The woman accustomed to new contacts is just as grateful 
for worthwhile suggestion. Unlike the rural woman, she has at her 
finger-tips the routine of woman’s organized work and so a real idea 
she embraces with all the enthusiasm of the other type, to whom every- 
thing is new. 

And yet this last paragraph is not intended to convey the meaning 
that rural women are behind in federated club work. The records of the 
General Federation as of the state, district, county and community 
bodies, show conclusively that some of the greatest strides in woman’s 
club work is being done by or for the rural woman. 

Inspiration is closely allied to contact as a value accruing from 
attendance on a national convention. Sometimes it means that glow of 
feeling that, after all, although one’s own work has been done on a 
modest scale and has not seemed sensational but only the sensible 
meeting of a demand, whether in education, health, service, or whatever 
it may be, it compares well with the work of other women. Or inspira- 
tion may take the form of ambition, that what some other woman, some 

er club, has been able to do, why may we not do the same? 
' Similarly ideas and methods are allied. The women of one section 
are doing something that would be tremendously valuable to our own 
community but we hadn’t thought of it. Or they are doing the same kind 
of work, but according to a system so much more fruitful of results, that 
we see at once the value of adopting that system. 

And then, to touch lightly on the most important phase of the 
national convention principle, there is its encouragement of a national 
vision to take the place of that purely localized interest which is 
instinctive but cannot be allowed to persist if the individual, the organi- 
gation. would ever get beyond the most meager limitation or achievement. 

There is the big idea, too, of what the individual gives the national 
body, a subject big enough for many editorials in itself: the attainment 
in other words of the attitude. of reciprocity, of selflessness. It is a 
principle of psychology that self-consciousness is the most primitive 
stage of mental development. Subordination of niterest of the individ- 
ual in the good of the organization, or of the community is the highest 
mental attitude to be obtained. In it lies the safety as well as the 
highest development of society. The national convention is one of the 
most practical working mediums for reaching this highest social 


development.

“But when they add to their money the inexpressed belief in 
the good that is going to come back to their own community from 
these loans, then we are really getting somewhere. 

“In other words, there is an awakening consciousness on the 
part, both of the men and the women, of the economic value of the 
loan funds. They see that when they provide the money for a girl 
who is eager for an education and is to pay it back, they are substan- 
tially increasing the future value of that girl to the community. 

“They are beginning to see in their support of the loan foundation, 
the investment feature. The men are being sold to the investment 
phase of the student loan, movement, but the women must be the sales 
agents. Sentiment in many cases guided the women, but they have 
been able to make the men see the economic side, also.” 7 

Indicative of this growing appreciation of the special work the 
federation is doing through its student aid fund is the fact that on 
several occasions within the past year or so, men's organizations, 
convinced of the value of student loans, are coming to Mrs. Wey for 
information as to the federation’s methods in establishing and conduct- 
ing the foundation, which has made so many Georgia girls who would 
not otherwise have had opportunity for an education, not only self- 
supportnig, but themselves pionesrs in educational progress, most 
valued members of their communities, and missionaries in progressive 
educational thought even outside their own state.

Mrs. Hugh Willet, director for the 
Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs, of its Tallulah Falls Industrial 
school, has addressed the following 
letter to the clubwomen of Georgia.

Does Splendid Work.

painstaking interest in detail, taste 
in color, and 1 for dynam- 
ics in color.

One of the reasons why Miss Pulis 
is making such a success in her work 
is because the art has so intrigued 
her imagination. No painter of por- 
traits, no landscape artist could re- 
veal more intense joy in her work 
than does Miss Pulis. 


She sees her profession, too, in the 
light of its invitation to other women 
seeking their true vocation. 

J realize,” said Miss Pulis, speak- 
ing along the latter line, “that a 
newspaper is a powerful force. It 
reaches many homes and sets peo- 
ple to thinking. 

“Since I am the only woman prac- 
ticing this profession, I have many 
girls and women ask me about it as 
a prospect for themselves. I never 
greatly encourage them, remembering 
as I do the great odds against which 
I have had to work, for I gave my 
time to it night and day, and many 
have failed who were not willing to 
devote themselves to its mastery. 
“Like any other line of work, too, 
in which women have not yet made 
their place, the woman pioneer must 
edge her way into its confidence by 
the utmost effort and efficiency. Effi- 
ciency is the real basis of any suc- 
cess in this age. Women, I know, can 
succeed, although in their case there 
must a double measure of ein- 
phasis on efficiency. 


Art Is Fascinating. 

“As for the art itself, fascination 
attends every step in the history of 
engraving, not alone because of the 
imperishable interest with which the 
art is invested, but also. because at- 
traction is an inevitable accompani- 
ment of mystery. Hence inquiry has 
been persistent in its endeavor to 
trace the origin of an art which has 
added luster to its twin sister, paint- 
ing, and has conferred so much hap- 
piness and benefit on the human race. 

“This important invention of print- 
ing from engraved plates is claimed 
for Tommaso Finiguerra, a Florentine 
goldsmith, about 1452, and has been 
practiced by many different engrav- 
ers and hand etchers on through his- 
tory. 

“Many different processes were de- 
veloped, the chief being the wood 
block. 

“The phote-engraving process did 
not come into real practical use until 
about 1885, There are many claim- 
ants for the half-tone method of re-

production, but it is generally con- 
ceded that Ives, of Philadelphia, was 
one of the first to make it practicable. 

“Half-tone engraving has come 80 
quietly and modestly into use that 
no one realizes how extensive is the 
place in modern civilization it oc- 
cupies nor the great number of lines 
of business that are dependent upon 
it. 

“For many years it was practiced 
as one of the secret arts. The few 
who were admitted to the trade had 
to serve haif their lifetime as ap- 
prentices before they were trusted as 
workmen, 

“While the general principles and 
processes employed in these reproduc- 
tive arts are known and made common 
ploperty within the last few years, 
there are yet many special adapta- 
tions and more or less secret methods 
that have grown out of experimenta- 
tion and experience. 

“Few people realize that the first 
illustratéd newspaper appeared so re- 
cently as the year 1813. when The 
New York Daily Graphic issued its 
first copy, and artists, engravers and 
publishers were startled by the bold- 
ness of what they thought was an ex- 
periment. ‘The processes were worked 
behind locked and barred doors. 

“Gradually the processes improved 
until the art was able to reproduce 
paintings and photogaphs, not only 
portraying truthfully the delicate 
graduation of tones in black and 
white, but the colors of the original 
painting. The three-color process 
work was based on the principle that 
all colors found in nature are repre- 
sented by three primary colors, mixed 
in suitable proportion. Just as the 
artist can make a beautiful painting 
in immeasurable colors and shades, 
using only three pigments, so can the 
color printer produce a wonderful 
duplicate of the same by printing 
three properly-made plates in three 
properly selected inks. 

“In this manner not only one dupli- 
cate, but thousands can be made from 
the same set of plates. 

“The color etcher must train his 
eye and mind carefully to be able to 
judge and compare colors, shades, 
tints, strength of tone values, etc., as 
well as detail, softness and atmos- 
phere in a picture, and also have a 
thorough knowledge of the mixing of 
colors. 

“Some idea of the importance of 
this work can be had if one contem- 
plates what would happen if half- 
tone engraving should stop suddenly. 
Think of the number of periodicals 
and publications that would collapse 
immediately. The greatest blow would 
be to education, for illustrations, 
after all, are among our chief sources 
of information. We receive mental 
impressions from them quickest, and 
these pictures remain longest in our 
memories, while they are at present

Make good-sized rounds of toast, butter, 
place in a shallow serving dish, lay a piece

Asparagus Soup. * 

Cook two cups of diced asparagus stalks 
in three cups of water until tender; rub 
through a sieve. To this asparagus, puree 
add one pint of white sauce made as fol- 
lows: Melt two tablespoons of butter and 
two tablespoons of flour and cook till bub- 
bling. Add gradually two cups of milk, 
stirring’ constantly. Season with one and 
one-half teaspoons of salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon of pepper and a dash of pepper. Add 
last of all one cup of thin cream or top 
milk aud the cooked tips of the asparagus 
stalks which were used to make the puree. 
Let boil up and serve very hot with crisp

Strawberry Fritters. . 

If you have never tried strawberry frit- 
ters, let me commend them to you witb- 
out delay, for I am sure you will want to 
serve them on many occasions during 


‘strawberry season. Sift together a cup of 


flour, one-fourth: teaspoon salt, and one 
and a half teaspoon baking powder and 
add a tablespoon of powdered sugar. Beat 
one egg and mix it with half a cup of milk, 
combine the two mixtures and whip well. 
Then fold in three-fourths of a cup of 
strawberries, which should be rather un- 
der than overripe, as they must not be too 
juicy, and drop by. spoonfuls into boiling 
fat. 
paper and roll in powdered sugar. 


Puff Pudding With Strawberry Filling. 


Puff puddings with strawberry filling 
leaye little to be desired in the way of 
desserts. Berries which are less perfect 
may. be used for the filling, or those which 
have failed to ripen. This is the way the 
ethereal things are made. Pour half a 
cup of water into a saucepan and bring it 
to the boiling point, adding one-fourth of 
a cup of butter, a pinch of salt and just 
a grating of lemon peel. .When the liquid 
boils, turn in a cup of flour all at once, 
then stir over the fire until the niixture 
will leave the sides of the pan. Cool for 
a few minutes, then beat in two eggs, one 
at a time, without first whipping them in 


the least. Drop the mixture by spoonfuls 


in greased muffin-tin or on buttered paper 
and bake in a moderate oven for half an 
hour. Be very sure that the puddings are 
well done or they will fall when taken from 
the oven. Cut a slit in the side of each 
and fill with .the strawberry mixture 
made in the following way: Cream to- 
gether one-fourth of a cup of butter and 
stir in a cup of strawberries, previously 
one cup of powdered sugar, when light 
mashed and -pressed through a coarse 
sieve. Whip well and stand on ice for 
halt an hour, fill the puffs generously, and 
serve them at once, for the sauce soon 
melts. 


Strawberry Cream Filling. 
Strawberry cream filling is quite as de- 
licious as the one just described, and may 
be used now and then for a change, or 
when the puff puddings are to be served 
cold. It is made by whipping a cup of 
cream very stiff and dry, then adding one- 
third of a cup of powdered sugar and one- 
half cup of crushed strawberries; finally 
fold in the whites of one egg, stiffly beaten 

and one-half teaspoon of vanilla.

He tells his hearers in the 
Guildhall speech at London, October 28, 
that, the key to the peace was the’ guar- 
antee of the peace, not the items of it.” 
He now advanees the further idea, the 
logical next step-—for if the individual 
terms are net satisfactory there must be 

fer changing them — that the 
league would also “provide the machinery 
ef readjustment, ... the machinery of 
good will and friendship,’ for the redemp- 
tien of the settlement from any defects 
which the heat and passion of the time 
might jnjeet into it. R must, therefore, 
more than ever, be a vital part of the 
treaty itself. | 

It is most important te bear in mind that 
Wilson's original concept of the guarantee 
article in his draft constitution for the 
league included provision of modifying the 
status quo as the treaty of peace should 
leave it, by self-<determination and by vote 
of three-fourths of the member states. And 
be considered always that Article 11, of 
the final eovenant—which de called his 
“faverite article’—also served this pur- 
bose by making the guarantee fiexfbie. lie 
never conceived of the guarantee as sad- 
Ming an unjust settlement forever upon 
the werild.

Points to Frank Kr amer 


As Remarkable Example 
Of Endurance in Sports 


Veteran Bicycle Champion, Now Over Forty 
Years of Age, Can Still Win Big , 
Events With Much Ease. 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

Do you begin to feel creaky in the 
joints and to suspect that the old pep 
isn’t quite up to the mark? 

Do you feel as if you couldn’t make 
a standing broad jump from the edge 
of the sidewalk within inches of what 
you could jump a year or two ago? 

Do you avoid exerting your strength 
for fear of a strain or dodge any kind 
of an unusual effort because it might 
“pull your cork?” 

If you do, take my word for it that 
that nine-tenths of your supposed ret- 
rogression is mental. It’s a state of 
mind—nothing more. A little train- 
ing and confidence and you're right 
back in shape again. 

Twenty-five years ago I walked 
down the street in East Orange, N. 
J., with a young amateur bike rider, 
who had just won two or three races 
and had shown a remarkable turn of 
speed for a novice. His name was 
Frank Kramer. 

“I’m going to stick to racing,” said 
Frank, “and I’m going to take care of 
myself and last as long as I can. I 
think I'll be riding faster twenty years 
from now than I can today. I have it 
all figured out. Clean living, plenty 
of sleep, no dissipation, lots of work.” 

The youngster’s notion of lasting 
twenty years or more in his game 
struck me as rather unusual, Few 
champions think so far ahead. 

A few weeks ago, April 16, to be 
exact, Frank Kramer started his 
twenty-third year of racing as a cham- 
pion professional bicycle racer. In 
all he has raced for twenty-six years, 
four as an amateur champion, and 
twenty-two as a professional. He has 
lost races occasionally, of course, but 
has always come back with another 
winning streak. His early speed stays 
with him and in fact he rides faster 
today than he did twenty-five years 
ago—which makes his prediction more 
than good. 

GOLF AND TEN 
HOURS’ SLEEP. 

Opponents say that much of Kram- 
er's success on the track is due to a 
highly developed “jump” he gives his 
‘machine at thé finish mark. ‘Often 
a rival will be riding neck to neck 
with the speed king right down to the

ramer is a hard man to beat. He 
bas won the professional champion- 
ship of America eighteen times and 
amateur championship twice. He 
won the world’s championship in 1919 
—the only time he ever competed 
for it. 

Frank Kramer is now 41 years of 
age—and his speed is still there. He 
was born in Evansville, Ind., but the 
Hoosier state missed a lot of fame be- 
cause Frank emigrated to Bast Orange 
‘when a little fellow and has lived 
there ever since. 
I you asked Kramer the reason for 
his success he would tell you that he 
keeps his speed because he sleeps ten 
hours every night and makes it a pos- 
itive rule to be in bed by 9 o'clock 
and to arise at 7. He lives largely on 
4 aise and vegetable diet, and eats 
7 y. 

e never smokes, and the fact that 
many of his friends have well-stocked 
cellars is no temptation to him. 

During the past five years Frank 
has played a great deal of golf, which 
he says | pe him just the right 
amount o ysical and mental exer- 
eise to keep him fit. Even on the days 
of his hardest races he goes out in 
‘the ‘morning for a round on one of 
the Newark courses. 

Asked how he can find entertain- 
ment while sticking to his early-to- 
bed schedule, Frank laughed and said 
that when he wants extra amusement 
he goes up to his attic and reads a 
few of the “mash notes” that fill two 
trunks. Kramer has long been an 
idol of the bike fans, and has received 
thousands of letters from the ladies.

House Warming 
Plans Are Made 
For Lupton Hall 


Invitation has been extended the 
public to attend a house-warming to 
be held in the new Lupton Hall 
building, recently completed at Ogle- 


thorpe university, at 8:30 o'clock 
Saturday evening, May 27. The af- 
fair is regarded as one oi the, most 
important ever held at tue univer- 
sity and a large number of friends 
of the college ure expected to at- 
aoe the opening of the new build- 
ng. 

This building is the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. T. Lupton, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and is probably the largest 
gift ever made to an Atlanta insti- 
tution of learning by any person liv- 
ing outside of the city. It is a me- 
morial to Mr. Lupton's mother. 

The building is finished through- 
out in hardwood, including the floors, 
and the structure itself is of steel 
and stone—blue granite taken from 
near Elberton, Ga. It is covered 
with variegated slates and is as fire- 
proof as human skill can make it. 

The main floor and basement will 
be devoted to library purposes, con- 
taining 17,000 volumes and pamph- 
lets, known as the Cheston King li- 
brary, given by J. Cheston King to 
the university. This remarkable col- 
lection of books was purchased from 
Professor Vietor and represent the 
labors of a lifetime in the collecting 
of works of English scholarship. It 
is believed te be the finest collection 
of its sort south of Washington. 
These books are being catalogued and 
will be ready for use by September 
next. 

In the basement there has been 
established an exceedingly useful and 
busy little printing office, where the 
printing of the university is done, in- 
cluding the college catalog. It is be- 
lieved that Oglethorpe is the only 
school in the southern states, and 
one of the few in the nation, whose 
catalog is printed by its own stu- 
dents on its own press. 

The third floor and part of the 
second will be used by the School of 
Commerce. This department at Ogle- 
thorpe has grown very rapidly. It 
consists of a stiff four-year college 
course in the usual cultural studies, 
not only, but especially in economics, 
accounting, commercial law, interna- 
tional trade, with special courses in 
manufacturing, mining, transporta- 
tion, distribution, insurance, labor 
problems, etc. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. T. Lupton will 
come from Chattanooga upon the spe- 
cial invitation of the student body, 
faculty and board of directors, as also 
will Mr. and Mrs. H. F. Lesh, don- 
ors of the clock and chimes. The re- 
ception and house-warming is set for 
8:30 o'clock on Saturday evening, 
May 27.

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TO FIX PROGRAMS 


: Principal Task of News- 


papers and Other Broad - 
casting Agencies Is to 
Learn What People 
Want. 


One very evident fact gleaned from 
the experience of this first year of 
broadcasting is that the public de- 
termines the programs, in the last 
analysis, The broadcasting stations, 
the artists, and the newspapers which 
have sponsored programs, have all 
tried consistently, and for the most 
part succeeded, in improving the qual- 
ity of the entertainment. But the 
chief idea of all three has been to find 
what the public wanted, and to give 
it in th best possible fashion. 

At first this was comparatively 
easy. Every concert called forth a 
great number of letters, ranging into 
the hundreds quite frequently. Con- 
sequently it was possible for the offi- 
cials at the various stations to learn 
by .this expression of public opinion 
what type of entertainment and which 
stars the public liked best. For that 
reason a certain number of artists 
were invited sevéral times, while cer- 
tain features, were stricken: from the 
program after one or two attempts. 

The burden is on the radio audience 
to determine what it shall hear. 
There is really no satisfactory way of 
telling unless it makes its wishes 
known. To criticize is easy, but to 
suggest is helpful to everyone con- 
cerned. It is safe to predict that the 
persons responsible for arranging pro- 
grams will do their best to mdke them 
pleasing to the radio fans if the latter 
will only state what pleases them. A 
continued interest by the public is the 
surest guarantee of high quality 
broadcasting. 

And in addition, of course, it is 
gratifying to the performers, who as 
a rule volunteer their services for 


nothing, to receive acknowledgement 
of their efforts. from their auditors.

The frightful 
revelation which was made at that 
conference, and which has become 
Glearer in the years which have fol- 
lowed, was that, while we had con- 
quered the physical forces of Ger- 
many, and disarmed that nation, the 
spirit which possessed Germany had 
spread like an epidemic to the rest of 
the world.

“Overcome Evil With Good,” 

I am just as much convinced today 
as I was during the war that Ger- 
man autocracy was responsible for 
that war and, in its attack upon civ- 
ilization, committed the most heinous 
national crime recorded in modern his- 
tory. I believe, also, that, just so far 
as it is possible for her to do so, Ger- 
many should pay for the ruin wrought 
in Europe. But it is as clear as sun- 
light that the Attempt to make Ger- 
many pay by encircling ber within an 
iron ring of soldiers, violating every 
known law of commercial prosperity, 
will result in making, not Germany, 
but our entire civilization pay, at a 
frightful cost to every vital interest.

In his still incomparable new book | 
of caricatures, “A Survey,” M. Max 
Beerbohm has a really incredibly aes- 
thetic portrait. of Mr. Gordon Craig 
“asking of them ‘a sacrifice worthy 
of their calling and their ideals“! 
as far as one can be sure of them,“ 
they are a golfer (almost positively 
identified by his clerk), a member of 
the house of lords (almost as certainly 
identified by his aristocratic nose and 
his effete chin), a very bloated bond- 
holder from the city and an M. P. 
(labour member, doubtless). Mr. 
Craig is wearing what has come to 
be valled in these states a Blasco 
Ibanes shirt, But, oh! with what a 
willowy, what an ethereal difference!
